We favor the 
development of our park system as

We think that all good citizens, hav- 


ing the permanent progress and welfare 
of our city at heart, will agree with the 
sentiment expressed in the above plank. 
While it is true that parks arc largely 
ornamental and established to beautify 
our city, yet nobody will deny they are 
a great public necessity. Every one ap 
preciate tho desirability of a residence 
fronting upon a park, which is properly 
maintained nnd policed, and appreciates 
that all property within a radius of 
walking distance from such park is 
terially increased in value by reason of 
:ts presence. These place.s are naturally 
Lhe playgrounds and fresh nir resorts of 
all the surrounding territory in summer, 
especially for those of our citizens who 
are unable to leave their hom»R for 
summer resorts, and this class of our 
citizenship i? numerous. I feel that their 
interests are as important as those 01 
their more prosperous neighbors, an< 
should always be given serious consid 
eration. I believe that, the extension o 
our park system should he upon f, sym 
metrical basis and one which takes int< 
consideration the development of tin 
city as a whole, and which will no1 


favor one portion of our city at the ex 
pen»e of another. All portions and sec 
ticms of <wr city should be equally f 


red with these very desirable improve- 
ncnts. 


The development of our park system, 
owcver, as stated in the above plank, 
hould not be done at the expense of 
ther more necessary public improve- 
ments. It is not my belief that a publie 
ark should be forced upon the people 
f a particular communitj', at their per- 
ona.l expense, if there is no desire upon 
he part of that community for such 
mprovcmcnts; or -when the community 
esires an improvement which it con- 
iders moro necessary for its immediate 
welfare than the establishment of a 
lark, and I now wish to give the people 
nd taxpayers of Fort Wayne my sin- 
erc pledge that, in this connection, as 
n all others affecting their -welfare, the 
visties of the people to bo affected shall 
>e the controlling influence in the adop- 
ion of any policy of public improve- 
nent, and that, under my ndministra-

It* Provisions Analyzed by 


U. S. Chamber of 


Commerce. 


MANY DETAILS GIVEN 


Washington. Oct. 29.—That there is a 


lack of information about the income 
tax provisions of the new tariff law is 
shown by the hundreds of letters of in- 
quiry that arc daily reaching tin- treas- 
ury department, besides the numerous in- 
quiries that cow<- to senators and repre- 
senntives. Business men in every part of 
Indiana are seeking information. 


The United States Chamber "f C°m' 


merce, with headquarters here, hoi at- 
tempted to ilo its members a real serv- 
ice by analyzing the new law and setting 
out its main provisions. It has attempt- 
ed to pick out the information that is 
particularly desired at thin time. It 
points out" first of all that thp tax year 
is hereafter to be the calendar year, but 
for 1913, the tax period is to cover fronj 
March 1 to December 31. and that the 
tax to be levied on the net income arising 
during this period, as well is the ex- 
emptions and deductions, are to be five- 
iixtba of those that would be allowed for 
a, full year. 


Who Is Included. 


The time for making roturns, or state- 


ments of income, ii* to be >m or before 
Much 1 of each year. The persons who 
are to make returns are the following:

had a net income of $3,000 or more in 
the preceding calendar year.

ing to John E. Field, state engineer of 
Colorado, the construction cost of the 
vast system of irrigation carried on by 
the United States government is about 
double the cost under private construc- 
tion; the cost of maintenance of govern- 
ment irrigation and reclamation projects 
is more than twice that of nrivate enter- 
prises, and. as n general 
proposition, 


ownership of land under private irriga- 
tion systems is the more advantageous to 
the farmer, aside from consideration of 
Cost. 


It appears, therefor , from Jlr. Fields' 


point of view, that of tlie $80.000.00(1 
which, by a recent statement of United 
States Reclamation Chief F. H. Newell 
has already been spent in constructing 
federal irrigation schemes, about $40.000.. 
practically has been wasted.
